HA.T  you  obferve  in  your  Ia(l\ 
concerning  the  Behaviour  of  fome 
Men 5  upon  the  News  of  the  Siege, 
and  efpecially  of  the  Surrender  of 
Moffs^  is  fo  conmmon,  that  it  is  no  News ,  but  fo 
ftrange  too,  and  unaccountable,  that  it  is  more  fur- 
prizing  than  either  the  Siege  or  the  Surrender  :  I 
could  not  poflibly  have  believed,  that  Men  who 
pretendito  fo  much  Gonfcience,  fhould  have  been

fa  utterly  void  of  all  Underftanding,  of  all  Huma- 
iiify  V  nay^  of  all  Regard  to  Religion,  as  to  Re- 
;oyce  in  the  Succefs  of  the  French  firms  :  What 
has  King  Letvis  done  to  win  thefe  Men's  hearts  ?* 
Is  it  his  Money,  or  his  Religion,  or  his  Kindncfs  to 
Ptpt|fi:ants>  or  the  Juftice  of  his  Arnas,  that  has 
givcfe  them  fuch  a  paffionate  Fondnefs  for  him  ^ 
Thefe  are  no  Motives  to  confcientious  Proteftants, 
but  in  truth  are  very  cooling  Confidera'tions,  were 
not  th^ir  Zeal  foi;-K.  James  too  hot  and  ftaiming 
to  be  tooled  by, arty  thing  :  fpr  thi^  is  the  whole 
Secpe  I  of  this  My  ftery.  | 

K.James  has  loft  his  Kingdoms,  and  they  think 
very  Unjuftly  ^  and  if  ever  he  be  reftored,  it  muft 
be  by  the  French  King  ;  and  to  do  this,  the  French 
muft  beat  th^  Conf^erates,  and  over-run  the  Em- 
f^ire^^and  enflave  Europe^  and  then  he  Will  eafily 
conquer  England^  and  make  K.  James  a  glorious 
King  again  ^  and  this  makes  them  glory  in  the 
French  Conquefts,  as  giving  them  a  hopeful  Pro- 
fpeft  of  K.  James's  Return  :  What  Men  of  Con- 
fcience  are  thefe  !  what  glorious  Projects  docs  the 
love  of  Juftice  infpire  them  with  ?  K.  James^  I 
co*ifefs,  is  very  much  beholden  to  them  ;  and  i 
have  nothing  to  fay  againft  that  :  but  all  other

^  But  fince  Right  and  Confcience  is  the 
Word,  let  us  confider  this  in  the  firft  place. 

They   defire  to  fee  Juftice  done,   and  K. 
James  reftored  to  his  Throne  ;  but  has  no  o- 
ther  Prince  any  Right  to  his  Country  but  only 
K/  James?    hath  not  the  K.  of  Spain  a  Right 
to  Mons  and  all  Flanders  ?  have  the  Dukes  of 
Sa^oy  and  Lorrain  no  Right  to  their  Country  ? 
and  is  it  the  love  of  Juftice  that  makes  them 
wifli  Succefs  to  the  French  Arms,  to  ftrip  fo 
many  Princes  of  their  Inheritance  to  reftore 
K.  James  to  his  ?    I  fuppofe  they  will  confefs 
this    is   not   Univerfal   Juftice^    for  I  always 
thought  Juftice  had  fignified  the  fame  thing  all 
the  World  over  ;  and  then  it  cannot  be  the 
injury  K.  James  has  fuffered,  nor  the  love  of 
Juftice,  which  makes  them  concern'd  for  K.

qmet^  and  a  great  part  of  the  Nation  in  an  ujnr- 
pation^  are  fuch  as  ha'^Me  forfeited  their  Li^i^es  by 
Jreafon  and  Rebellion^   by  their  dejerting    (have 
a  care  Non-fwearers)   or  their  rifing  up  againH 
their  lawful  King^   and  therefore  no  care  is  to 
be  taken  of  them  neither  :   but  fuppofe  all  the

All  this  may  be  qalled  Banter,  but  they  are
